He thows how God takes care of all things, and replies to fome JJ crac 
’ cifficulties propofed, gives Three Moral Cautes of the prefervati> for! 
on ot Mankind, andanfwers fome Objéftions. That which he 
infifis molt 'argely on, is thar of Predeftination, of which hebe- . 


#owsa wholeChaprer, and another Chapter on'that Nob/e'Que- 
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Rion, Whether there zs any fixed Decree of Humane Life? He fhews 
‘nthe firtt place, That God hath not irrevocably decreed any 
thing concerning Salvation and Damnation, becduf?, faich he 

fuch Decrees are contrary to the Freedom and Liberty which God bath oi 

ven us ; for if the End be inevitably determin'd, the Meaus muft be in- 
vincible by which we come to this End. But befide, the Changes which 
have been made in this difpute, do fufficicntly demonitrzte the 
Weaknefs of the Principles which fuftain them; For ar frft Di- 
vines thought, that Man Creable was the Obje& of Predeftinati- 
on; fo that antecedent to Sin God chofe' tome, and reprobated o- 
thers; Then when they faw the inconvenience of this Opinion, 
they faid, God confiderine Man as falen, and in the corrupt Mafs. did 
elelt fome out of meer mercy, but left the re? to Condemnation, by the por- 
er of bis Divine Decree. This feeming harder than before, they 
afirin’d at laft, That God ordain’d a certain Number to Life, and left 
the reft without any Decree at all, becaufe-a Decree of Death did extream- 
ly offend mens ears. Now, faith he, if God did make any fuch decree, 
who doth not fee that thes deftroys Univer|al Grace > For why fhould Grace 
be proffered to all, when all the buftnefs ts figned and fealed in Heaven be- 
fore? Orif you will introduce Grace as offered to all but the Obflinate, to 
what purpofe are thofe decrees which wholly exclude it ? According to the 
Sentiments of thefe Men, Objedtive Grace fignifies nothing, unlefs fubje- 
Give , or particular Grace be given, which flows only from the decree of 
Eleion. So that Grave zs prefferedin vain, except to the Eled#, and Gol 
applies itto Man, as fore/bewing Canaan to Mofes from Mount Neto, 
when he decreed be fhould never enter in; or the Apples to Tantalus, 
which he could not touch. He further demonftrates ic by this Exam- 

ple ; Suppofe a King fhould in bis fecret Counfe/decree to fpare fome of his 
Subjelts, and exterminate others, and in the meantime publifh an Edict, 
That be wculd cherifh and favour every boly that‘ obeyed bis Lams, Now 
to what purpofe are thefe benign Laws fet forth, if ‘they arethruft out -and 
broken by thofe that be hath defign'd in Jecret - to dffrubtion? Certainty 
thefe are things inconfiflent, or Effects of ‘Fyrannical: Aypocrify, 

But befides, whether Reprobation be antecedent to fin, or fub- 
fequent, 7. e. whether Ged ‘confide: Man as innecent, or as having 
finned, accordiny: to thefe Mens Opivions, he obtains his End, in 
his right of excluding fome of them, after an ineffable manner. 
Burthe: thefe Two incanveniencies will follow, Fhat we make God 
cruel to Man before be was born, and Man in fuch a (tate as it vs impoffible 
for him to avoid the decree. 


The Deft: tion, or Deréliétion of Man; even without a’ De- 
cree, doth: feem as intolerable, and equally | ureftd ; for foppotitg 
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this Pre-fuppofition, Man labours under the fame impotence of 
ftrugling as well from fix as from damnation.

Now to this ] fay, 1 hat if God tells us exprefly by the Prophet, 
Ifay 5.4. that he gives all the means of Eternal Life, that is, his 
Church; That he hath neleffed nothing to take away ber Barrennefs, 
and therefore complains moft bitterly, that foe bath won forth 
nild Grapes, when he expe&ted clean contrary. Iconclude, that 
God hath tried all Remedies, external and internal, or elfe rhere 
would be no reafon to lament the injuftice of his People, if there 
was any Remedy refufed tothem, Certainly fince God. hath 
put oer usa Senfe of his Divine Attributes, there. is none of 
them ismoreexcellent than hisMercy, which lays the foundati- 
on of Nature and Religion , but this Mercy is quite deftroyed, if 
we think God hath betore the Foundation of the World, reprobated 
Mankind, by an.irremediable Decree. What a Blot isit, in the 
Clemency of God Almighty, that he.fhould pafs by the g 
part of JMinkiad, for Keafonsknown only ro himfelf?

goodnels of the conftitution of the body, the healrhfulnefs of the 
place, the temperameat of the Air, &c.

To thishe anfwers that Job in that place Complains of the thort- 
nefs and infirmity of maus Age,aad.befeeches God to remit his- rig 
our, and be favourable to fo poor and. milerable a {fate and theres 
fore from the whole context can mean no mote then what he 
ipeakes in the begining of the Chapter, that man that is born of a 
woman,hath buta fhore time to liveyazd full of miféry, That of 
David isof the fame kind Pfai. go. verle 10. Afters he hath com- 
plained of the fhortnefs, of mans life, Ke doth as Job beleech God 
to curn away his Anger and give him reft before Dearb, : 

The 2d, If the Terme of life be not fixed, then our end is un- 
known even to God himfelf, which we ought not to afirm To 
this; that we ought to obfeeve that there-is two fort of Decrees, Onc 
fixed, which we call the Law of nature, that men and all things 
mut dye or perifh,Ocher Decrees are moveable and taken from the 
nature of the thing. God ‘kaows every thing according to its na- 
ture, power and force, and if he fhould abfolutely know. thole 
things which are conditional, he would Know things otherwile 
then they are.

They had {fo favourable a Wind that they arrived the sth of 
July at che Line,and therft of September at the Kingdom of Congoe, 
where they ftayed 3 Months. 

Sadeur Employed his time to obferve the rarities of the place, 
their fruits, their fowers, their fifh, and other things; of which 
he gives you an abftra& pag.35th. After thefe 3 Months they fer 
failagaine fo fuccefsfully that in a weeks time they atrived atthe 
Cape of good hope, When they came within fight of the Port of 
Dananbole , in the Ifland of: Madagafcar, they met at fea with 
fo furious a tempeft, that after having loft all their Rigging they 
wete driven above a 1000 Leagues tothe Weft upon arock where 
their Veffell fplit: 

lt was {o dark that Sadeur could not fee what became of his, 
Companions, 

During the ftorme he found out a little light piece of plank by 
the help of which he got co an Ifland, where he was prefently at- 
tackt by beafts and birds of a prodigious greatnefs, He was cat- 
tid fometimes by one of the birds. and fometimes by his Plank 
tothe very Continent of the Southern Countrey, where the inbabi- 
ants haviog been Eye witneffes of his valour, contrary to their 
cuffom, received hima with a great deal of civility, wafhed his 
Wounds with an Odoriferous water, killed the 2 Birds, and put 
him lito a condition to travell, 

_ Th’s Southern Countrey is of a prodigious Length, they count 
iN {£15000 Sezains, every Sezaine containing 16 Quarters, and 
tvery Quarter hath 25 houfes in ity and every houfebath 4 Avart- 
ments, cach Apartment being capable to.hold 4 people. They 
ave there no Chiaoneyes to drefs their vidtualls, the Fruits of the 
2 ig being fufficient for their nourifhment, and caly of di- 
ion. 

They havea tree aliale higher than ordinary which they call 
Balf.that is te fay,a I reeof happinels,it bears a fruit aboutthe bie- 
dels of our Olive, tbofethat eat but 4 of chem become immedi- 
aicly metry, to an excels, thofe thateat 6, flecp for 24 hours, 

that eat more fleep for ever. All. che Trees of the Countrey 
ate full of bloffoms or buds, the Countrey is Gat w thout any For- 
cs, Marafles or deferts, however it finkes a little towardsthe Line 
‘nd tilesa little towards the Pole. : 
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The Mountains which lye oppofite to the Pole, feem to_ be 
placed there by Nature to {top the force of the Sun-Beamas.and to 
refleét them to the extreme parts of this Land, and it is for this tea. 
(on that they never have any cola in Winter nor heat in the fam 
mer, they never have any Rain, never any thunder, and feldom 
(ce any Clouds 


Thefe Auftratians make a great Myftery of the birth of their - 


Children, their women are alwayes brought to bed in a private 
place, Sadeur never knew that they ever had the {maall Pox or at 
thing of that nature that we are troubled with in Exrope, they { 

at 8 Montlis old, they walkat a year old, are {eparated fromthem 
at two, and are always in healthy becaufe they never eat any thing 
but excellent fruit. 

They have 3 manner of wayes to explain their choughts as we 
have in Europe, by figns, by {peaking and-writing, “They never 
fpeak but when they defign a long continued difcourfe, The 
words are all Monofyllables, andthe names exprefs the nature of 
fic things they are givento, [They write yet in a more wonder 
{ail manner, they haveonely Points in ftead of vowells, and thole 
j.iitnguifhed onely by their Pofition, they have 36 Confonang 
whith are nothing but little traces adout the points, and which fig- 
nify according as they are placed: 

In 30 years time that Sadexr was there, he never faw any Quats 
relling among thémfelyes, bur they had frequent Warr with the 
Fundines who were their Neighbours, and with che Ulegs, whieh 
are monftrous {ort of Birds which frequently atrack them. | 

There is no venemous beafts in this Country. But they haye 
3 forts of 4 foored beafts, the leafttof them ate-like our 
chey run about with a great deal of agility, and are fuch Lovets 
men that when they are from them they will dye with hunger. 
The 2d fort of them are like our Hoggs, but their fnouts ate 
longer than thofe of ours, and they will tatm up the ground 
loregularly and fo dextroufly that our beft workmen cannot doit 
better, They call them Hums, the 3d fort they call Srofts they art 
liKe our Dromedaryes, they will carry 8 men of chis countrey 
which weigh as much as12 Europeans, upon theit backs, = 

They have 4 forts of Birds, the firft of them are about the big- 
neisof our Pullerts, and are ofa very lively, Catnatian colour: 
they call them Effs 3 the 2d and gd are like to our Tom Tits, 
yellow Hammers, their finging is as pleafant as aconcert of 
fick : The laft are of che bignefs of our Beeves, they have a long 
head, which runs tharp downward, they. have a Bil! afoot 
and as fhirp as pointed ftecl,. their body is 12 foot long, Bs 
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- foot thick, Their Stomach is like Iron and proof againft any wea- 

pon, their feet haye 5 Claws in which they can Eafily carry away 

rhe weight of 300 2 

Thefe horrible birds are called Urgs, they live upon nothing 
but prey, and will fometimescarry away 500 men in a Day. 

Sadeur the more to recommend his dilcovery would perfuade 
us that if we could fettle a trade or commerce with thefe people 
we fhould reap great’ profit thereby, the Hums would plough our 
grounds, the Swofts would carry our burthens, fora very Jittle Ex- 
pence, fince2 pound of Herbs would kecp them for 3 or 4 Dayes, 

As tor the Urgs, he affuresus, that 5 ney be fo managed that | 
they will carry us {wifter then the {wifteft horle. One may getup 
betwixt their wings, and their Feathers will ferye inftead of a Sad- 
die. You may ride thus 50 Leagues without Baiting, and if you 
reft but 2 hours, you may go as much farther. 

The frnits of chis Countrey exceed all that we can imagine, 
that which they call the fruit of repofe, is an Jnfallible remedy 
againft all torts of wound’s, The fine Chryftal. which is there in 
gteat abundance makes the fineft buildings in the World, ’tis tran{- 
parent infomuch that we could never perceive the pores of it, It 
the Divers colours that nature had engraved in itdid not make 
them difcernible. The Aufiratians cut it fo finely, that you can. 
not {ce where it is joyned, they havea Building that is 200 foot 
high and an 150 broad, which is one whole piece which wascut 
out of arock. 

But whileft he thus enhanceth the Advantage Eurote would get 
by traffick with chem,. he makes us defpair, that ever we fhall En- 
joy it, fince thefe people are abovelntereft, and value no more our 
—_ ftuffs, then we do any of our moft Contemptible Commo-

their Opinions to chemfelves, they are no (chifmaticks; buc ifthey 
broach or propagate them, they are guilty of ichifay, The particu- 
larity-of their crime, or {upervening Obitinacy atrending their 
Opinions, denominates them Hereticks. 

Nowthough Here/y is of that turbulent nature, that ic (éldome 
failes to produce {chifm; yet it may fe be, that perions may be 
lound in the faich, and yet violate unity, through Pride or difcon- 
tent. So that Herefy isoppofed.to thetruth ot doundnels of Re- 
ligiony Schifm to the unity of perfons among themfelves, profetling 
Religion, Every heat, Quatrel, or Brabble, (how faulty foever it 
may be otherwife,) doth not amount to {chifm, unlefs it fo influ- 
ence the Communion asta make a Breach in it. And therefore 
neither that contention berween Paw and Barnadas, nor that con- 
tet between Polycarp and Amicetus, nor that difference between 
Chryfoitome, and fome .whohad been his Auditors, nor that fharp 
confli& between the iame Chryfofome and Eyipbaninvs, nor that 

g debate between Steven and Cyprian, were any of them tote 
accounted or brought under the Notion of {chilm, becaule ihe 
Communion of the Church was ftill keprup and maintained be- 
tween all the parties,

Yet atter all, it mut be acknowledged, that all feparation 1s not 
fin full, tor if it (hould be granted, a man might be necetlitared to fin, 
which neither is, nor can be. For it: infufferabie corruptions, Ot fie 
ful wfages be brought intoa Church and {etup astermes of Commmai- 
on, be carinot communicate without fin, nor can he depart without 
fin, but muft unavoidably fplit upon one of thefe 2 rocks, ifall fe. 
paration be finful ; And therefore to difcover that {chilm which 
iscriminal, we muft bring it not onelya Phifical; but a moral 
confideration. Such the cate may be that the feparation may not 
onely be lawfol, but neceflary. It was Gods command cothe lite 
elites corcerning Bubyon, Fer- 5.
